:-ominunity more reliable than the statistics 
of the telephone exchange. • The increased 
number of subscribers, the increased num- 
ber of calls per day per 'phone, the in- 
creased demands for the very best there is 
to be had in the way of service—such indi- 
cators as these foretell the growth of a city. 


Lima is a growing community. 


The city is growing rapidly. Each 
year tLe advance is foretold by the 
annual report on the statistical 
data of the local exchange. 


The daily- reports make up a peculiar hu- 


man record, a document of personal life in 
the community. The curves of 'load,' show- 
ing the rise and fall of the number of calls 
each hour, reveal the activities of the city. 
There is the period Avhen housewives order 
groceries—the line shoots up. There is the 
period when husbands call home to find 
what to bring—again there is a rise in the 
curve. There is the after-dinner hour of 
business matters, and the lull when only 
friendly chatter demands the wires — the 
line shows both. There is'the period when 
evening engagements are made, and imme- 
diately after the evening meal the calls fall 
off while the engagements are filled. Prom 
these daily reports are made the annual re- 
ports, tolling what Lima has done for.a year 
and prophesying the growth of the next 
year. 


Before the union of the two systems, 


February 6 of last year, the average num- 
ber of calls a day on both lines was 42,000. 
Today it is 70,000 on one system. The Bell 
had 2,200 subscribers and the Home 5,600, 
but there were 800 houses with both. To- 
day one system has 7,840, only 40 more than 
the former total. But while the rate per 
day per 'phone before the cut-over was 5.4. 
today it is 9.

clares Her Work in Fac- 


tory Deserves Vote. 


Asserts Services for Empire 


Show Them Beady for 


Franchise. 


LONDON, Sept. 19.—Writing in a 


London newspaper, J. M. Hoggs, a 
prominent member of 
parliament, 


predicted victory for the women euf- 
iragists as a result of the splendid 
work women are doing to assist in 
prosecuting the war. He says' 


"Women have 
done 
splendidly 


during the war, from the mother, 
who has given her sou and watches 
the 
casualty 
list 
with 
anxiety 


through the long months, to the wo- 
man who is doing navy work in our 
munition factories. 


"The efficiency of the factory wo- 


men has been patient to the most 
cynical woman-hater. 
She has be- 


'. ome ubiquitous, and what she is do- 
ing is daily convincing skeptics about 
her vote. 
Personally, I have never 


had any difficulty about the fran- 
chise, as I am in favor of everyone 
liuving a vote at the age of 21. 


"1 do not doubt that if the men 


in the field and in hospitals recover- 
ing honorable wpunds 
were asked 


they would enthusiastically agree to 
put the Red 
Cross nurse on any 


franchise she desired. 
But this is 


true of more than the Red Cross 
nurse. 
Whenever women are work- 


ing aqd whatever they are doing, 
llior are impressing the public mind 
with .the ability, 
the thoroughness 


and the efficiency of their work. 


"To lose the 
interest of 
these 


zealous women in the days to come 
would be pure folly, and the only 
way to retain this interest in the 
great national movement is to give 
them the vote, which concession I 
feel is now bound to come. 


We are looking forward to a 


new patriotism, or rather an inten- 
sified patriotism, after the war. Wo- 
man more than man can assist in 
the renaissance, and to leave them 
out of any new register would l>e to 
put a damper on their enthusiasm, 
and Induce in them tbe regrettable 
feeling that the nation was prepar- 
ed to use them when their services 
were most necessary, 
valuable arid 


indispensable, and to sidetrack them 
with little show 
of gratitude and 


even less consideration 
when the 


need for tho^e senlcei had di*ai>- 
peared. 


"To many people the part tint 


women haie played during the war 
has been the greatest surprise of all. 
They never suspettcd 
before 
the 


jreat conflict broke out that woman 
could adapt herself to nmnv pur- 
poses. 
It never 
occurred to tii^m 


that tbe day would come when wo- 
man's labor would 
be substituted 


for mau's labor—practically 
every 


sphere of usefulness—in banks, the 
country house, the factory, on the 
tramway cars and the railway; in- 
deed, wherever the demand t • l-i 
bor has arisen woman has.respon-l- 
:d to the call and shown herself 
competent to fit the job. 


"If women can do tb.e work <,f 


man they can debate .the problems 
connected with that work as ably; 
they can form 
opinions "apout t*ie 


daily interests of life as accurately, 
and they can 
exercise Jibe fra-i- 


liise as intelligently. 


"The opponents of the - franchise 


for woman before the. .war. more 
or less, argued that political power 
must ultimately rest uppn physical 
force. Woman has shown-her physi- 
cal force in 
productive 
channels 


that have materially assisted the 
nation to prosecute the war. 
Her 


war work haa been definite form of 
physical force, and those who pnt 
their reliance upon this argument 
have had it rudely shattered by the 
facts. 
"The munitions 
liave destroyed 


the last refuge 
of the 
anti-suf- 


fragiflt."
